MINUTES of 2/2/09 accepted as corrected. Unanimous 

200 ANNIVERSARY COMMITTEE BALANCE: Chaput reviewed his committee's preferences on how the remaining 
funds should be spent: $1500 to the Library to support historical research on Arlington, $1500 to the Town 
Celebrations account, and $5000 to the general fund. This will be an article in the Special Town Meeting. Chaput 
stated that the most successful event was Family Day. The FinCom thanked Chaput & his committee for a job well 
done. 

ART 32 Town Govt Reorg Committee: Bilafer proposed to set up a committee that, like a similar committee in the 
early 1980s, would work with a consultant to consider ways thatthe Town operations could be streamlined. Turkall 
to look for the Ernst & Whiney Report to that committee which resulted in creation of the Postal Dept under the 
Treasurer and the IT Dept under the Comptroller. 

ART 53 PENSION ADJUSTMENTS: Bilafer stated that this is a standard article to prevent excessive shrinkage of 
retiree pensions caused byinflation. He said thatthe CRB's actuaryis pricing the cost ofthis policywhich is paid 
by the pension fund. 

VOTED to approve. Unanimous. 

ART 63 OTHER POST EMPLOYMENT BENEFITS FUND: Bilafer reviewed the efforts to date by which the Town has 
begun to address the OPEB obligation. He urged this policy be continued. Tosti stated thatthe Manager is 
recommending that the Medicare Part D moneys be used to fund health care rather than OPEB. 
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ART 31 GOODMAN RETIREMENT: Bilafer recommended that any home rule legislation proposal specify that 
Goodman’s school committee time count towards a teacher's pension, not a Town worker's pension. 


O'NEILL FORMULA: Bilafer suggested that it be used again to control discord. 

ART 57 HARRYBARBER PROGRAM: McCabe, supported byJope & a handout describing the program, urged 
continued support for 10 positions. So far, 8 positions have been filled this year. 


VOTED $7500 for 10 positions. Unanimous. 

ART 58 MINUTEMAN SENIOR SERVICES: McCabe, using several handouts, urged $10,679 support for this state 
program. Numerous benefits received by Arlington residents. State funds cut $ 110k in FY09. Plans for FY10 
unknown. 

After considerable discussion a motion to appropriate $5k failed 5-7 and a motion to table failed 6-7. The original 
motion to appropriate the requested value was revised to appropriate 5% less. 

VOTED $10,145 9-4.
